In writing of his impressions of 
America, Fbbdkric Harbison, the 
English critic who was so cordially 

received in this 
country last win- 
On e ter, differs from 
Fnir-Mindetl Critic, the majority of the 
Britons in that be 
fails to exhibit the 
tone of cynicism and fault-rinding in 
his description of the United States. 
Mr. Harrison finds much worthy of 
praise in America, and does not hesi- 
tate to express his admiration of the 
country and its people in the highest 
terms. 

His opinions formed by personal con- 
tact with Americans and by close 
study of the conditions existing in 
this country are set forth in an article 
in The Living Age. In speaking of 
the population of America, and the 
part played by the foreign element in 
the government of the country and its 
states and cities, Mr. Hakkim'N says: 
"I do not forget all that we arc told 
about the vast proportion of non- 
American people in the United States, 
that New York and Chicago contain 
'more Germans than any city but 
Berlin, more Irishmen than Dublin, 
more Italians than Venice, more 
Scandinavians than Stockholm and" 
—they sometimes add— 'more sinners 
than any place but bell.' 

"But those who direct the state, 
who administer the cities, control the 
Legislatures: the financiers, mer- 
chants, professors, journalists, men 
of letters— those whom I met in so- 
ciety—are nearly all ol American 
birth, and all of marked American 
type. I rarely heard a foreign accent 
or saw a foreign countenance. 

"It is borne in on the stranger that 
he has come, n>'t so much to another 
Nation as to a new continent, in- 
habited by a people soon to be more 
numerous than any two of the greater 
Nations of Western Europe, baring 
within their own limits every climate 
and product between the Tropics and 
the Pole, with an almost boundl**! 
field for development in the future. 

"The central point ol population of 
the I'nited States is now at Indian- 
apolis, nearly a thousand miles West 
of Boston; the geographical center ol
